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Nigeria: The Ojukwu regime remains determined 
to insist on greater regional autonomy as its price for 
keeping the East in the Nigerian union. 
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Ojukwu boycotted the 9-10 March meeting of the 
Supreme Military Council. Just prior to this session 
he was reported to have rejected the main item on the 
agenda, a draft constitutional decree which apparently 
went part way toward meeting Qjukwu's position.

India: |Mrs. Gandhi remains the likely choice ot 
the Congress Party parliamentary caucus when it 
meets to choose a prime minister tomorrow. Most 
of the state party leaders are backing her, although 
the stature of some of these within the party may have 
declined. The only individual openly contesting Mrs. 
Gandhi for the post- -aging party stalwart Morarji 
Desai who publicly announced his candidacy yesterday- 
appears to be basing his hopes on a last-mi nute large- 
scale revolt among members of Parliament. 1 
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
